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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed is vacated. If the issue 
fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the fee be 
credited to a deposit account.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3) Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hamilton (4702340) in view of Yoshinori et al (4834221 ). 

IN re claims 6-9, Hamilton teaches a motorcycle comprising: a front wheel (14), a 
rear wheel (22), a frame (10), a seat (26) and handlebars (18); the motorcycle having a 
body perimeter; and a mechanical linkage connecting a brake pedal with a caliper (97) 
and an associated disk (96) are located within the body perimeter. Hamilton is silent to 
the location of the pedal with respect to the caliper. 

Yoshinori et al teaches an arrangement where the brake pedal (6, right side) is 
on one lateral side of the motorcycle and the caliper (3r, left side) is on the other side of 
the motorcycle with a follower. Please note that the definition of follower is: "a machine 
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part that receives motion from another part". Please note that the pedal provides force 
to the master cylinder which in turn provides a force to the caliper on the opposite side 
of the pedal. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have provided the pedal of Hamilton on the opposite lateral side of the 
motorcycle as taught by Yoshinori et al merely to provide space for the brake lines and 
master cylinder to provide a fluid force to the caliper. 

4) Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hamilton (4702340) in view of Yoshinori et al (4834221) and further in view of Martins 
(4002084). 

Both Hamilton and Yoshinori et al lack the details of the brake pedal. 

Martins teaches a pedal arrangement with a pedal (18) that pivots about a brake 
arm fulcrum (19) and includes a forward brake arm (18) adapted to receive a riders foot, 
and a rear brake arm (18a) connected to an actuator (34) that can be driven upwards. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5) Claims 1-5 and 13-20 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

6) The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hayashi et al teaches an arrangement wherein the pedal is 
opposite the caliper.
